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Elba Water & Electric Board Takes Stand On Problems Of Outages Of Service 


The Elba Water and Electric 
Board unanimously approved a 
motion stating the board would not 
be liable for any inconveniences or 
damages resulting from an outage of 
either water or electricity last week. 

Tne motion was passed at the 
regular board’s regular monthly 
meeting December 16. 

Board chairman Oscar Vaughan 
stated that every board member 
hoped no. citizen would have to be 
without water or electricity for any 
reason, but repeated the board's 
feelings that it could not guarantee 
uninterrupted service to any busi- 
ness or residence and would not be 
liable for the outages. 

The problem of liability for 
outages surfaced when Bill Lee, 


owner of B & G Curb Market 
presented a claim to the board 
stating that an outage of water at his 
store caused damage to an ice 
machine in the amount of $800. The 
board denied the claim after an 
electrician inspected the machineand 
reported the damage was not caused 
by the outage. 

Lee was present at the meeting 
and once again asked the board to 
reimburse him for the cost of having 
the machine repaired. 

Lee told the board members that 
the loss of water caused the machine 
to burn out and said if he had been 
notified of the water being cut off we 
could have unplugged his machine. 
He said other business in the area 
were notified of the planned cut off,

but he was not. 

A representative of Dothan Re- 
frigeration, the company that 
repaired the machine, was also at the 
meeting, and told the board the 
machine in question was more than 
eight-years-old, and did not have a 
safety device found on newer 
machine which cuts the machine off 
when there is a lack of water. 
However, he did say that the 
machine should not be on without a 
supply of water. 

“There are hundreds of ice 
machines in Elba and the board 
can't be responsible for contacting 
each owner when the water is going 
to be cut off,"’ Vaughan said. ‘'It 
sometimes becomes neccesary to cut 
water or electricity off to do needed 
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repairs and sometimes the outagges 
are due to. acts of God. We all hope 
nobody has to be without water or 
electricity, but we can’t guarantee 
the service and can't be responsible 
for damage to appliances.” 

Board member John Waylon 
Sharpless agreed the board could not 
be liable for appliances damaged 
because of a lack of water or 
electricity, but made a motion that 
the board pay a portion of the cost of 
repairing Lee’s machine and then go 
on record that in the future no such 
claims would be honored. 

The motion passed 3-1, with 
Mickey Murdock opposing paying 
any portions of the, repairs because 
‘the board is not liable.” 


A review of the board’s accounts 
revealed that 73 customers had 
failed to pay their bills on time, and 
that the customers owe a total of 
$6,661.76. Ten meters had been 
pulled for lack of payment and a total 
of 13 bad checks had been received 
in the amount of $1,539.09. 

The electric system and water 
system operated in the black for the 
month of November, with a net profit 
of more than $39,000, while the rural 
water system and sewer system 
continued to be costly, showing 
losses totaling almost $6,000, 

The board also granted a one-time 
pay increase of $50 to all department 
employees.

rophet Malachi. Angels are servants, messengers of God, fulfilling 
is will and expediting His purpose. The angels are a distinct creation 


of God, for His particular dele 
unto. him from heaven, strengthening him”’

As Jesus was there in the garden, 


(Luke 22:43), Angels cartied Lazarus’ soul to Abraham's bosom (Luke 


16:22). 


Jesus warned, ‘‘Take heed that ye despise not one of these 


little ones; for I say unto you, That in heaven their angels do always 
behold the face of my Father which is in heaven’’ (Matt. 18:10). 
Angels are apparently without sex, neither male nor female. Jesus 


said, ‘For in the resurrection they neither marry nor are 


iven in 


marriage, but are as the angels of God in heaven’’ (Matt. 22:30). Jesus 
also spoke of those in the resurrection, saying, ‘‘neither can they die 
any more: for they are equal untothe angels’’ (Luke 20:36). Angels are 
created; they do not reproduce. The human trait of procreation implies 
death, but angels do not die or reproduce. 

Angels have great strength, but are not omnipotent. They are not 
as powerful as God, but they are more powerful than men, and power is 


their best known trait.

them left his vocation to become a 
full-time herald of the Savior. 

Yet, for the shepherds, life after 
that first Christmas could never be 
the same. They took the divine glory 
of the manger back to the daily grind 
of sheepherding. Indeed, we read 
not merely that they returned, but 
that they ‘‘returned, glorifying and 
praising God for all the things that 
they had heard and seen.’’ 

That is what a mountaintop 
spiritual exper eat is meant to. do 
for us. e are to become 
ambassadors for our King in the 
workshop, in the office and on the 
construction site. We are not to. hide 
our light in the marketplace or in the 
home. 

In Peter's case, after he had ‘‘a 
summit meeting’ with the Lord 
Jesus along with Moses and Elijah, 
he wanted to construct tents right 
then and there in order to. prolong 
the excitement of that meeting. But 
in the case of the Lord Jesus and His 
disciples ‘‘they came down from the 
mountain’’ (Matt. 17:9) to. face once 
again human need. 

There is no case for monasticism 
in the Bible. We are not called upon 
to. isolate ourselves from society in 
order to cultivate the beatific vision. 
The highpoints of our spiritual 
experience must be related to. the 
heartaches of people living in the 
valley. We are not to be recluses, but 


relaters - relating what God has 
shown and told us to others. 

That takes discipline and 
determination. In some _ cases 


converts have to be told to return 
home and share the wonderful acts 
of God (Mark 5:19). After a 
mountaintop experience, we are told 
to. return home and to testify quietly 
and effectively for our Savior. 

After the glitter and glamour of 
Christmas, we must return to. normal 
living.

Merrill Nail, at the Fisheries 
Office in Enterprise, reminded me 
this week that now is the time to 
place orders for bluegills and shell- 
crackers to go in farm ponds. Orders 
should be placed now for bluegill and 
shellcrackers to be stocked in 
December and January. Bass will be 
stocked in May. The cost for stocking 
is $30 an acre and this is an excellent 
‘investment for people who have bass 
‘and bream ponds. In addition to 
providing fish, the fisheries office in 
Enterprise will provide technical 
help in checking ponds for balance 
and other factors which contribute to 
good fishing. If you plan to restock 
your pond, call the fisheries office at 
347-9467.

Mississippi has an enormous 
amount of catfish due to the recent 
acreage expansion, but this is not the 
case in Alabama. The winter ad 
spring droughts left many farmers in 
Alabama and in Coffee County short 
on water. Most were unable to stock 
their fish back, creating a very (ht 
supply of fish at the present (mie. 
The Alabama Agricultural Statistics 
Service just recently published the 
following facts which are quite 
interesting. Alabama has 11,000 
acres of catfish water as of October, 
1986 and a food fish inventory of 
10,174,000 pounds which is 24 
percent less than a year ago. 
Conclusions are that fish will move 
very fast in the near future and that 
prices will remain stable and 

, possibly trend upward in February 
| and March. However, do not look for 
‘a large price increase for processors

Clen Croft, whom everyone knew 
as ‘‘Bud,”’ is now deceased. He 
resided in the Rose Hill Community 
with his wife, the former Nita 
Williamson, a Clio native, who still 
lives in Rose Hill. Mr. Bud was a 
carpenter. 

Malcolm Croft, now deceased, 
but who during his lifetime was & 
high school vocational agricultural 
teacher living in Evergreen. 

Sara Croft Gunter, who resides in 
Florala with her husband Marcus. 

Another sister, the oldest girl, 
who lived in north Alabama and 
passed away approximately 40-45 
years ago. 

On May 13, 1933, Miss Mildred 
married Robert Harper, whom 
everyone calls “Bob.” Mr. Bob 
was married on his birthday, having 
been born May 13, 1903. 

Mr. Bob was born in Barbour 
County, Eufaula to be exact. He was 
one of six sons born to Mr. and Mrs.
